Butter Price Will 
Carry Rate Boost 


OTTAWA, April 8—(CP)—With 
the general 2l-per-cent increase 
in freight rates going into effect 
teday, the price of butter—if you 
can get any — will be a shade 
higher. 

The Prices Board announced that 
manufacturers and wholesale dis- 
tributors of butter are authorized 
to increase their selling price “by 
the exact amount of the increase 
in cost of transportation.” 

While this would vary in each 
particular case, the board said the 
price increase to the consumer, 
varying in different zones, will 
average less than a half-cent a 
pound, 

While the order becomes effec- 
tive today, it allows increased 
costs to be added by the manu- 
facturer only on sales of butter on 
which he has actually incurred 
higher costs in delivering the but- 


wholesale distributor the increase 
may be added only on sales of 
butter on which he has actually 
paid increased transportation costs. 


Russ Liner Rossia

NEW YORK, April 8—(AP)—

BRANDED “FRAUD AND CHARLATAN” 


Committee Finds Braund 
Unable to Cure Cancer 


By LESLIE BRODIE 

SYDNEY, Australia, April 8.— 
(CP)—John Braund, 78-year-old 
Sydney layman, cannot cure can- 
cer, said the verdict of a govern- 
ment committee report, tabled 
in the New South Wales parlia- 
ment today. 

After two months’ research and 
examination of patients claimed 
to have been cured by Braund of 
cancer, the committee unanimous- 
ly found that in no case it in- 
vestigated has such claims been 
substantiated. 

Premier James McGirr of New 
South Wales ordered the investi- 
gation after publication of claims 
by Braund and some of his pa- 
tients that he had a cancer cure, 

The 12-man committee of lay- 


“alleged specific cure for cancer 
is injection of alum into the sub- 
cutaneous (sub-surface) tissues 
of patients thereby causing nec- 
rosis (death) of tissues with con- 
sequent separation of a slough 
which is claimed to be the actual 
cancer,” the report said, 

(Slough is dead tissue which 
breaks away from the flesh). 

The report declared that Braund 
failed to co-operate with the com- 
mittee and did not demonstrate 
his methods of injecting fluid 
into patients,

“It is cold-blooded murder for its 
own sake and nothing else,” Creech 
Jones told the house in a statement 
on the raid on the camp south of 
Haifa. 

The Irgun Zvai Leumi, Jewish un- 
derground organization in Palestine, 
later claimed responsibility for the 
attack.

BERLIN, April 8—(AP)—Rus- 
sian military authorities said Wed- 
nesday night they would abolish 
secret arrest and trial of Germans 

The controlled Berlin radio said 
Marshal Vassily Sokolovsky, Soviet 
commander in Germany, had heard 
pleas by Communist Leader Wil- 
helm Pieck and Otto Grotewohl 
and had promised to reconsider the 
Russian arrest procedure.

EDMONTON MAN HAS BRIGHT IDEA 


Car Trouble—Call Scout, 
Go Merrily On Your Way 


Motorists may some day be able 
to call on Boy Scouts to repair 
their automobiles. 

That is if one happens to be 
around when their car breaks 
down-and Harvey Holte, 45, 
9638 72 ave. has his way about it. 

Holte, master mechanic and 
manager of Union Auto Electric, 
9656 102 ave. hopes to one day 
teach every Ccout in Edmonton 
the elementary mechanics of 
automotive electricity. 

The task is a voluntary one 
and he does the instructing with- 
out recompense. 

At present he has 15 young 
Scouts under his wing. 

Every Wednesday night at his 
fully-equipped and modern work- 
shop this group receives 90 min- 
utes of instruction on automo- 
tives. 

The course is a 10 week affair 
and the youthful “mechanics” are 
now in their eighth week, “ready- 


ing” for the examination they 
must take in order to qualify for 
the Auto Mechanic Proficiency 
Badge given by Holte, 

They have been receiving in- 
struction since the first week in 
February and according to Holte 
“all boys in the class have a 
better than average working 
knowledge of automotives.” 

Holte reports his “charges” as 
intelligent and most enthusiastic, 

“df the boys in every other class 
I get show the same spunk and 
intelligence we'll have a lot of 
fine mechanics in the Boy Scout 
movement,” said Holte,. 

According to instructoi Holte 
“everyone who graduates from 
the 10-week class will have a 
clear idea of the working of in- 
ternal combustion engines and 
know the functions of the princi- 


pal parts, such as ignition and 
fuel systems, carburetor, cylin- 
ders, connecting rods, cam and 


crank shafts and valves. 
“They'll also have knowledge 


of two types of clutches, or trans- 
mission and universal joints; 
know the construction of differ- 
ential gears; know how to com- 
bat gasoline and oil fires and 
understand the dangers and treat- 
ment of carbon monoxide poison- 
ing,” Holte said. 

The class is given theoretical 
and practical instructions and 
both dismantle and assemble en- 
gines in the course of their 
mechanical schooling. 

Holte believes his is the first 
Scout class of its kind ever un- 
dertaken in Edmonton. 

Two of his sons, Donald and 
Warren, are members of the 
present class and others taking 
instructions are Edwin Taylor, 
Bryon Alderidge, Jerry Kettelson,

Parking Meters Do 


The city council is to make a final de- 
cision on the trial use of parking meters 
in Edmonton on April 12 and the 15,094

The truth is that parking meters have 
long passed out of the experimental stage. 
Few cities of any size on the North Ameri- 
can continent now employ them. Many 
have tried them and thrown them out. 

As a general thing, the parking meter 
is used mostly in small towns and cities 
throughout the United States by commun- 
ities that are anxious to exact the last cent 
of tribute from itinerant motorists. In most 
cases, the instrument is a money-making 


device purely and simply.

Radio Should Be 
Really Canadian 


(This is the last of three 
articles based on monitoring an 


independent Vancouver radio 
station for nine consecutive 
hours.) 

When Canadians apply for 


licenses to operate independent 
radio stations it is the custom to 
solemnly promise all sorts of 
programs “in the public inter- 
est,” to speak of “service” rather 
than money-making, It is recog- 
nized that, since a limited num- 
ber of licenses may be granted, 
the .ations must have a sense 
of responsibility, 

In my listening last week to a 
typical station I found no such 
sense of service, but a ludicrous 


attempt to cram in as many 
money-making commericals as 
possible, 


I did not hear a single pro- 
gram in nine hours that used 
local artists, The single public 
service program — a 15-minute 
report from Ottawa by an MP — 
Was dull, badly produced and in- 
capable of standing on its own 
merits as a live program. 

It is impossible to know if this 
bothers the conscience of the 
independents, At one point dur- 
ing my lost nine hours I felt 
that it might. 

In the early afternoon there 
was a 15-minute program of 
“wholesome philosophy,” spon- 
sored by “your friendly drug 
stores.” This turned out to be 
an insipid and bana] commentary 
of the Jook-for-the-silver-lining 
school, supported by syrupy and, 
of course, transcribed organ 
music. 


At both the opening and 
closing of this infantile nonsense 
the announcer took pains to de- 
Scribe it as “one of radio’s most 
constructive programs.” It may 
have been the smal] voice of a 
guilty conscience or it may not. 
It was soon lost in the roaring 
flood of advertising pitch men. 


Constant 
Repetition 

The newscasts of this partic- 
ular station I found to be gen- 
erally well-handed except for 
the constant repetition through- 
out the day. This, however, is 
One of radio’s peculiar problems 
and is not to be charged to the 
station, 

The rest of the day’s schedule, 
as I've reported, was an appal- 
ling amount of trash, The atti- 
tude seems to be that the listen- 
er is a foo] and a patient one at 
that, 

I found this attitude particu- 
larly repelling in the case of the 
cash give-away shows in which 
the young announcers address 
“you lucky listeners” in tones 
clearly suggesting that they are 
amusing idiots. On the other

hand, anyone who will put up 
with this kind of program prob- 
ably deserves anything he gets. 

“Ah, that's too bad, Not listen- 
ing, eh?” one announcer babbled 
to his telephone victim. “You're 
sorry you say? T'll bet you're 
sorry because there's money i 
it, aren't you?” 

“Drop dead,” said my normally 
polite wife who shared some 
hours of my ordeal. 

As for any radio skills or ar- 
tistry, they are non-existent. Any 
truck driver with a strong voice 
could fill the job. Behind the 
scenes are simply the announcer, 
an engineer and an immense stack 
of transcriptions to be lifted on a 
turn-table. If any ability is re- 
quired it is the ability to with- 
stand the onslaught of furious 
sound, 

A few of these fellows sound 
like ingratiating, intelligent young 
men. I can’t believe they have 
any pride in their work, Chuckl- 
ing the praise of a sneeze-free 
soap must have certain limitations 
for talent. 


Carry Out 
Obligation 

The most obvious solution for 
this degeneration of commercial 
radio is for the CBC, the govern- 
ing body, to do a little police 
work and insist that the terms of 
the ‘license be carried out. Cer- 
tainly the record of each of these 
stations should be carefully con- 
sidered in the granting of Fre- 
quency Modulation licenses. 

Secondly, there should be con- 
tinued resistance to the commer- 
cial stations’ campaign to get 
an “independent” body to regu- 
late their industry. It is obvious 
that these stations will use every 
means possible to increase busi- 
ness at the expense of the public. 
A few hours’ listening will con- 
vince you of that. 

It seems to me, too, that the 
Musicians’ Union has been 
strangely silent in allowing this 
flood of “transcribed” music to 
continue at the expense of em- 
ployment and the encouragement 
of talent here. It is part of the 
independent stations’ responsi- 
bility to promote our own people. 
They have largely ignored it. 

We listeners can play a part, 
too, in demanding that these 
privileged few outlets spend 
more time and energy ind money 
in being Canadian voices and not 
merely the MeCarthy’s to the U.S, 
Bergens. Such voices are need- 
ed desperately now in this coun- 
try. These stations were licensed 
for something more than selling 
soap and promoting prize contests. 

The stations themselves, con- 
fronted with such facts, retire 
into a mumbo-jumbo of “ratings” 
and “polls” to prove they are 
merely giving the public what 
it wants. It should be very dis- 
illusioning to me if they were 
right.

He went on to say that the com- 
mission has since set up at Grand 

Junction, Colo, an office to push 
exploration for low-grade uranium 
ore deposits in the vast Colorado 
Plateau, 

Asked whether the improved 
processes sought had been found, 
the commission refused a direct 
answer, A spokesman said mere- 
ly that “we are working on bet- 
ter processes.” 

Uranium is more plentiful in the 
earth’s crust than gold or silver. 
But deposits rich enough to mine 
economically have been relatively 
scarce, 

So this country has had to de- 
pend in large part for its atomic 
raw material on the Belgian Congo 
and the Great Bear Lake,region 
of Canada,

However, the taking over of 
Czechoslovakia did consolidate 
the opposition of the west and 
apparently set a barrier beyond 
which wag war, True, Austria, 
Greece, Turkey remain on the 
front of the cold war, and Italy 
will say her word April 18, but 
despite concern over the Italian 
outcome, majority opinion seems 


to think she will vote against 
Communism, 

Wednesday's speech by Gen. 
Sir Brian Robertson, British 
military governor in Germany, is 
being interpreted to mean that a 
western Germany will be set-up 
and an attempt made to get even 
a reduced Germany operating in 
the European economy of which 
she is a vital part. 

All this apparently gives a 
western and trading Europe, 
which presumably will be held 
against all comers, of Austria, 
Belgium, Denmark, France, 
Greece, Iceland, Fire, Italy, Lux- 
embourg, The Netherlands, Nor- 
way, Portugal, Sweden, Switzer- 
land, Turkey, the United King- 
dom, and western Germany.

As for Asia, many advocate that 
Canada can turn her attention 
there where there is unlimited 
need among under-privileged mil- 
lions and the possibility, within 
a few years, of a tremendous mar- 
ket, India, for instance, is not 
unfriendly, Political trends, in- 
cluding Russian pressure, will de- 
cide much in regard to China, 

Given peace, a trading world is 
in prospect and Canada’s part in 
it may be decided in the next 
months and few years by the 
manner in which individual men 
and firms go out and cultivate 
business.
